Training Branch vith the Office of Training 
Information Sc:e1-¢ Center (U) 


1. The following parsgraphs state the position of 
the Office of Training ((T?%) on the collocation of the 
Office of Data Processiny (W)P) Training Branch with the 
Office of Training Informazion Science Center (OTR/ISC). 
Our expectation is that an additional terminal-equipped 
classroom will be availalbl> toward the end of Fiscal 1980. 
Tnis third classroom wiii »rovide sufficient space to 
handle scheduled trainins “or both ODP and OTR. 


rae From the OTR poii of view, ODP training activity 
should remain an ODP function. It is imperative that no 
barriers exist between OUP training and the ODP hardware 
and software environment. instructional assignments, curric- 
ulum planning, and related issues such as student selection 
are driven by ODP hardware und software development and 
update. The advantages of collocating ODP Training and OTR's 
Information Science Center rest in the fact that OTR has an 
excellent training facilit’ which can accommodate ODP Training 
and allow a constructive iierplay between two related train- 
ing programs. ODP Trainin: Branch and OTR/ISC conduct programs 
which are focused on diiiterent aspects of the same continuum. 
One rather arbitrary way of defining the relationship is that 
ODP training is focused invard, from the face of the terminal 
screen to the supporting hirdware and software. In contrast, 
OTR/ISC is more concerned vith issues in the working environ- 
ment, or from the face ci tne terminal screen outward. There 
are obvious areas of overii) in these programs and there are 
efficiencies to be gained from collocating the activities. 
We do not feel, however, tiit these benefits should be gained 
at the expense of essential organizational and career manage- 
ment ties between ODP Tr:1ii:ng Branch and its parent office.
